James Kinsey was born January 4, 1874, 
in Burton-On-Trent, England, son of George 
Kinsey, Sr., and Eliza Bates. Married Mar- 
garet Shelton August 20, 1901. Died June 
26, 1916, at Petrola. California. Buried in 
Midway. 
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Margaret Shelton. Born June 12, 1875, 
Midway, daughter of John and Mary Mor- 
ton Shelton. 

Margaret was the fourth child of a family 
of five; Mary Jane, Elizabeth, John Jr., Mar- 
garet and Stephen. Margaret was just five 
years of age when the little family was 
deprived of their mother, who passed away 
in February of 1880 at Wanship. 

Margaret found a welcome home with 
Aunt Polly Fausett, a half sister to John 
Shelton, She lived with Aunt Polly until 
15 years of age. and then felt the necessity 
of providing for herself. However, she 
visited and stayed with Aunt Polly whenever 
circumstances permitted. 

She worked as a housekeeper for three 
dollars а week at Park City, planning suc- 
cessfully until enough money was saved to 
complete а dressmaking course, thus making 
it possible for her to earn her living as 
seamstress. 

After her marriage to James Kinsey of 
Park City, they made their home at Pa 
City for the following ten years where the 
husband worked as а carpenter and mill 
employee. 

In 1911 they sold their home in Park City 
and purchased а home and farm in Midway. 
Here they found complete happiness and 
contentment. 

Happily entwined in the years of being a 
wonderful mother was twenty-two years as 
a Primary worker and thirty-five years as 
a Relief Society worker. She taught her 
boys to pray and to attend to their church 
duties. 

Sadness came to the little Kinsey family 
On Мау 18, 1916. James went to California 
to work on а tunnel contract he had taken 
from Walker Brothers of Salt Lake City. 
His contract was successfully finished, and 
he was proud and eager to return home to 
obtain a larger contract and take more men 
back with him. Suddenly he was taken ill 
and rushed to the hospital at Petrola, Cali- 
fornia, where he died. 

Being left with a small family, ranging in 
ages from one to thirteen it was necessary 
for all to work together, and they did. The 
boys found whatever work they could be- 
fitting their ages. Margaret took in wash- 
ing but this proved to be strenuous. So she 
turned to nursing and helping in many homes 
when new babies arrived. 

She enjoyed composing poetry and recit- 


ing poems. She had a good memory to tell 
stories to her relatives and friends. 

Singing was one of her hobbies, she and 
her husband enjoyed singing in the ward 
choir. А very special hobby was collecting 
and composing poetry. She spent many eve- 
nings telling. stories and experiences to her 
little family of boys. the stories always hav- 
ing a special lesson and moral.

Fourth president of Was itch Stake was David А. Broadbent. His counselors were H. 
Clay Cummings and Don Clyde. Charles N. Broadbent continued as stake clerk. 


President Broadbent's call as stake president continued until 1937 
when he was called by Church authorities, along with his family, to pre- 
side over the North Central States Mission. А public testimonial prior 
to his leaving was given by the community on July 19, 1937. He was 
praised as an enthusiastic and efficient leader, working for the good of the 
people both in civic and spiritual endeavors. 

With the release of President Broadbent to fill his mission appoint- 
ment, Henry Clay Cummings was called to be the new president. He 
chose as his counselors Don Clyde and Nephi Probst. Charles N. Broad- 
bent continued as stake clerk. Mr. Clyde served until 1948 when he moved 
to Provo. Nephi Probst was sustained as the new first counselor and 
Welby Young was called as second counselor. 

In 1950 Charles N. Broadbent and his wife were called to serve as 
missionaries in California, necessitating his release as clerk. This brought 
to a close 31 years of continuous service as Wasatch Stake Clerk, Floyd 
Kinsey was sustained as the new clerk. 

President Cummings served until 1958 when he was released. The 
Wasatch Wave of Nov. 20, 1958, reported the release as follows: 

“President H. Clay Cummings of Wasatch Stake, his counselors 
and clerk were released from duty during Sunday morning conference, 
Nov. 16, 1958, after long years of service to Church and community. 
Named to succeed him was J. Harold Call, prominent local attorney and 
faithful Church worker. President Cummings has served 31 years in the 
stake presidency, 22 of them as stake president. 

“Wasatch Stake has made great strides during the years he has 
served, and for this he has always given full credit to stake and ward 
workers. The stake is debt free and has a comfortable balance in both 
welfare and maintenance accounts.
